GREECE 
REPLIES 


Government Has Desire to Main- 


tain Peace. 


BELIEVES PROPOSALS WILL FAIL 


Anarchy and Calamity 


Will Follow. 


Moral Duty Forbids Abandonment 


of Crete—Appeal to Gener- 


osity of Powers. 


ATHENS, March 8. — The 
reply of 


Greece to the powers was finally drafted 
this morning, and sent to the foreign 
legations this afternoon. 
The Cabinet? 


sat all night in council, the Ministers not 
returning to their homes until after day- 
break today. The reply after acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the Identical notes 
of the powers, and recognizing the ex- 
treme gravity of the possible results 
bound up in the situation, proceeds as 
follows: - 


"The Government of His Majesty, King 


George, having examined with the clos- 
est attention the points whereon the 
great powers are agreed, believes it ade- 
quate to submit to the powers its own 
opinion on the measures proposed by 
them, an opinion which is the outcome 
of long experience and profound knowl- 
edge of the Cretan situation. 
"Moved profoundly by the sentiments 
animating the powers and their solici- 
tude for the general peace, the Greek 
Government will not fall in its duty, be- 
cause Greece also has an ardent desire to 
contribute to .the maintenance of peace 
and to preserve from complete ruin the 
islanders so long and sorely tried and so 
often decimated. 
"We believe that the proposals will un- 
fortunately fail to respond to the nobler 
intentions which inspired it and will 
suffer the same fate as many previous 
unsuccessful evperlments In Crete." 
The report then refers to six previous 
insurrections in Crete and argues the 
unlikelihood that the present proposals 
of powers will terminate a state of rev- 
olution. It continues: 
"Anarchy will ravage the country, fire1 


and sword in the hands of blind fanat- 
ism will decimate a people who do not 
deserve such a fate. In the face of such 
a prospect our responsibility would be 
enormous If we failed earnestly to urge 
the powers to restore to Crete whrt the 
already had at the time of«the enfran- 
chisement of the other Greek provinces 
and to hand her back to Greece, to whom 
she has properly belonged since Capo Is- 
trias was President. 
"In the presence of the recent scenes 
of massacre and pillage,, the burning of 
Canea and the frightful anguish of the 
Cretans exposed to and menaced by the 
boundless fury of the Mussulmans, our 
whole country was torn with remorse for 
Its own responsibility. It assumed last 
year 
tf> persuade the Cretans to lay 
down their arms, but the misfortunes 
which followed forbids us again to under- 
take such a task. Even had we attempt- 
ed oOr voice would have been only a 
feeble echo and would not have reached 
the Cretan people. 
"As autonomy would fulfill the noble 
aim of the powers, it is obvious what 
must be the situation of the unhappy 
Island from today until the establish- 
ment of the autonomy. 
If the powers 
persevere in their decisions In the face 
of the foregoing views, then in the name 
of humanity, as well as In the Interest 
of Crete, the pacifying of which is the 
unique object of solicitude of the powers, 
we do not hesitate to appeal to them on 
the subject of another measure proposed 
by them, namely the recall of our troops. 
"Indeed, if the presence of the foreign 
squadrons, and the conviction that they 
prevent the landing of Turkish troops 
are deemed to reader unnecessary the 
presence of the Greek fleet In Cretan wa- 
ters, the presence of the Greek Army In 
Crete Is nevertheless shown to be desir- 
able alike from sentiments of humanity 
and In the interests of a definite restora- 
tion of order. 
"Duty forbids us to abandon the Cre- 
tans to the mercy of Mussulman fanat- 
icism and to the Turkish army, which 
always deliberately and Intentionally has 
shared In the aggressive acts of the pop- 
ulace against the Christians. Moreover, 
if our own troops, which are worthy the 
fullest confidence of the powers, had re- 
ceived a mandate to pacify the island, 
their desires and Intentions would have 
been promptly received with the most 
perfect satisfaction. 
"Then, order being restored, it would 
he possible to ascertain the freely ex- 
pressed desire of the Cretans for a de- 
cision as to their fate. 
The sorrows 
which have regularly recurred in Crete 
for many decades not only profoundly 
agitate the Hellenic people, but interrupt 
also all pocial activity and gravely dis- j 
turb our domestic economy and the' 
finances of State. 
"Even If WP admit thp posfibility of for- 
getting for a single instant our com- 
munity with the Crotalns In religion,Jrace 
and blood, wp could not In silence allow 
the great powers to assume that the 
Greek State is able longer to resist such 
shocks. 
"Therefore, WP appoal to thp generous 
Bpntimente animating the powers, an^ 
we beg them to permit the Cretan peo- 
ple themselves to dpclarp how thpy de- 
sire to be governed." 


POWERS AUE Pf.KA^ED. 


Possibility Thnt Kins: Goonto Will Com- 


promise. 


LONDON, March 8.—The reply to the 
Identical notes of the powers, delivered 
at Athens on Tursrlay last, Insisting upon 
the withdrawal of the Greek troops from 
Crete and of the Greek flcpt from Cretan 
waters, was received here at noon. It 
confirms the forecast cablod exclusively 
by the Associated Press.

FILIBUSTERS* MOVEMENTS. 


Uulted States Cruisers Are Watching 


Southern Waters 


PENSACOLA, Fla., March 9.— The 


filibustering excitement was revived 
here this morning when the cruiser 
Marblehead suddenly steamed into the 
harbor and came to anchor near Mont- 
gomery. She came from the vicinity 
of Apalchicola to take on coal, leaving 
an armed launch and crew there to 
keep watch until her return. 
It is 


an open secret that the cars of arms 
and boats that left Jacksonville on 
Thursday 
have arrivred here. The 


cars were opened and the contents 
could clearly be seen. A body of Cub- 
ans went to Apalchicola, and it is 
known that a customs officer has gone 
from here to that port. The fact that 
arms and surf boats were shipped here 
on open cars and the Cubans went in 
broad daylight to Apalchicola, leads 
the public to conclude that the whole 
movement is only a ruse to divert the 
attention of tbe officers from some 
other point on the coast where opera- 
tions are being carried on. No shore 
leave is granted the men on the Mar- 
blehead. or the Montgomery, and it is 
impossible to learn anything of their 
future movements. 


ANOTHER WAK FOIt SPAIN. 


Caroline Islands' Natives Kill Japanese 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Maich G.-The 


long overdue schooner Vine got in from 
the Southern Seas last night. 


Captain Luttrell reports that Spain has 


another war on her hands, in the Caro- 
lines, and that Japan will demand satis- 
faction for the murder of several of her 
subjects. It appears that latterly "the 
little brown men" from the, land of the 
chrysanthemum have had control of all 
trade on all the Islands. 
This angered 


the natives and they took their revenge 
on the Japanese when the opportunity 
came. The whole colony was wiped out, 
and now Japanese warship* have been 
sent to the scene of -action, In order to 
uphold the honor of the flag. 
"It was this way that the trouble oc- 
curred," said Captain Luttrell yesterday. 
"The natives are half Spanish and half 
South Sea Islanders. At first they wel- 
comed the Japanese, but when the latter 
began to monopolize all the business of 
the group the natives began to kick. 
Finally, when the Japs began taking to 
wife the handsomest girls on the group 
the trouble began. A general uprising fol- 
lowed and every Japanese on the Kak 
Group was killed. I call It cold-blooded 
murder, and the Japanese Government 
suems to hold the same opinion. When 
the Vine left the Carolines warships were 
expected 
there 
every day, and 
the 
chances arc that the Islands of Ruk 
are in ruins and that several thousand 
natives have paid the death penalty for 
the murder of the Japanese. 


WKYI.EK IS DEPIAXT. 


Imposing Peace With Muzzles of His 


Guns. 


HAVANA, Cuba, March 5.— While at 


Remedios Captain General Weyler was 
Interviewed by a correspondent of La 
Lucha of this city. General Weyler said 
among other things: 


"Believe me, I pay no attention what- 


ever to what is said or murmured about 
me by the newspapers here or outside 
of Cuba. I have fixed invariable plans, 
which I intend to follow with all the 
tenacity of which I am capable, and 
nothing will make me deviate from that 
line ol conduct. My columns are now 
imposing peace witH the muzzles of their 
guns. Nothing will be heard of peace 
In the provinces of Pinar del Rio, Havana 
or Matanzas until I begin operations on' 
a great scale, pressing, pursuing and 
corraling the rebels on all sides. The 
same thing will happen in tht eastern 
provinces as soon as 1 begin operations 
In that part of the island." 
All the local daily papers, in their com- 
ments upon President MeKinley's inaug- 
ural address, express satisfaction that 
he did not allude to the Cuban question. 
This is taken to indicate that he will

policy of abstention, leaving 
Spain to Fettle her affairs alone.

CONFIRMED BY SENATE. 


McKlnley's New Cabinet Approved and 


tin nun Ttikf* Oath. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The proceed- 
ings of the first session of the Fifty- 
fifth Congress were witnessed today by 
a very large assemblage of spectators in 
the galleries of the Senate chamber. As 
soon as the journal of yesterday's formal 
meeting was read, Hann& took tno oath 
of office. 
The next step was the adoption of a 
resolution directing that, until otherwise 
ordered, Davis (Rep.) of Minnesota be 
acting chairman ot the Committee on 
Foreign Relations—the chairmanship hav- 
ing been vacated through the retirement 
of Sherman. 
Upon the receipt of the Cabinet nomi- 
nations the Senate went into executive 
sfSsion. 
The nomination of ex-Senator Sherman 
to be Secretary of State was confirmed 
off hand without the formality of a ref- 
erence to any committee.

LONDON, Feb. 27.—Lord George 


Hamilton, the Secretary of State for 
India has furnished the following ex- 
«lusive statement to the Associated 


"The people of India of all classes 


and the mother country, from Her 
Majesty downward, are much touched 
with the sympathy and liberality 
shown by the United States and Can- 
ada toward the Queen's subjects in In- 
dia who are now suffering from fam- 
ine 
Already large sums have been 


sent from Canada, and contributions 
of wheat and maize have been prom- 
ised from the United States, and furth- 
er assistance is understood to be con- 
te "The Ventral Relief Committee of 
India report that they can make bet- 
ter and more prompt use of gifts of 
money than of contributions of grain, 
valuable as the latter are, to enable 
those now receiving relief to start 
afresh at the end of the famine, which 
Is one of the avowed objects of the 
relief fund. Money is essential to the 
central local committees, on which 
serve" philanthropic men of all races 
and faiths, including American and 
European missionaries. They adminis- 
ter the funds, bestowing great person- 
al care and diligence in making the 
moneys received go as far as possible 
In relief and help, outside of the bare 
subsistence wage, or dole, which tfce 
Government is dispensing to those who 
•would otherwise starve. In every fam- 
ine district there are a large number 
of respectable persons who fear losing 
caste and die rather than seek pub- 
licly for Government aid. To these 
help can only come through the relief 
committees, and great good has al- 
ready been done in this direction since 
the committees were formed.

The Chronicle says that California 


merchants have lost another heat in 
the race of competition, and one of the 
largest orders for flour for the foreign 
trade that have been sent to America 
in a long time has gone to Oregon.

ment recently came to this coast to 
purchase supplies for the large body 
of troops that the Czar maintains in 
Eastern Siberia, and applied first to 
San Francisco merchants. For some 
reason, presumably because prices did 
not suit, he did not place the order 
here, but proceeded to Portland, where 
he bought a large quantity of the ma- 
terial for manufacturing the staff of 
life.It is understod that the amount pur- 
chased will require several ships to 
land it at its destintion.

can ship Snow and Burgess, which re- 
cently brought a cargo of coal from 
Newcastle, New South Wales, was the 
first ship chartered to carry the flour, 
and she will sail shortly with 36,000 
fifty-pound bags of flour and a large 
quantity of potatoes, also bought in 
Oregon.

SUPREME COURT, 


Decision Handel Down Remanding 


its. 


FREE LABORERS WERE ALIENS 


Cannot Change Decision 


of Collector General. 


Proceedings of T.Cotlector Are of 
~"Executlve""'Nature—Act Does 


Not Discriminate. 


(From Tuesday's Daily.) 


The habeas corpus case in the Su- 


preme Court attracted fully as much 
attention yesterday as on the first day. 
Again the Court room was filled with 
expectant Japanese, 
who 
patiently 


•waited through the long morning for 
the Court to render a decision. But 
no decision was rendered yesterday. 
It will not be made known until 10 
o'clock this morning when the Court 
will again convene. 


There was but one session of the 


Court yesterday on the case, the morn- 
ing session. Before adjourning at 12 
o'clock the Court announced that if it 
•was pleasing to both parties, the next 
case, that of the Japanese contract la- 
borers, would be taken up at once, so 
that if one had anv bearing on the 
other the Court might be able to come 
to a decision without asking for more 
testimony. Both sides agreed that the 
second case would be on exactly the 
same argument as the first, and the 
Court then decided that it would be 
unnecessary to argue the second case. 
The first case is the one just argued, 
that of the free laborers, who claim 
they are not paupers. The second is 
similar, but there are concerned in it 
only the Japanese who showed con- 
tracts, claiming that on the strength 
of these contracts they hprt ability to 
maintain themselves for three years. 
The Government claims that the cases 
bare been decided, and thnt the Col- 
lector General's decision Is final. If the 
Court sustains their position, then the 
cases will be dismissed. If the Court 
decides against their claims, then 
each case must be argued and testi- 
mony brought in. 


On the opening of the argument yes- 


terday morning. Minister Cooper in- 
sisted that Messrs. Kinney And Ballon 
show their authority to act for the Jap- 
anese confined in the quarantine build- 
ings. Mr. Kinney replied that, under 
the habeas corpus act, any one could 
apply in^ their behalf, and the Judge 
who granted the writ must be assumed 
to have inquired into their authority, 
if any was needed.' Minister Cooper 
said that when the Japanese asked 
permission to communicate with coun- 
sel, it would consent. Mr. Kinney re- 
plied that the men had been, and were 
now locked up so that they could not 
communicate with any outside persons, 
and therefore could not reach counsel, 
or any one else. Minister Cooper then 
said that Mr. Kinney had formerly 
warned every one against Japanese 
Immigration, but now he was taking 
the opposite stand, and was attempting 
to force them into the country against 
the wishes of the Government. He 
questioned Mr. Kinney's motive in 
making his change. 


Mr Kinney replied that his conduct 


was perfectly consistent; tbat he was 
as rmirh opposed to indiscriminate Im- 
migration as nnyone. but he was not 
now tryinc, nor would Tie trv to keep 
the Japanese out of the rountrv as the 
Minister was. by the misuse of the Ju- 
dicial powers. 


Minister Cooper then proceeded to 


contradict the allegations set up in the 
traverse. He characterized Mr. Kin- 
ney's argument as an assault upon the 
Government. He denied any intention, 
or act of bad faith on his own part or 
on the pnrt of the proper officers who 
had acted in thi= case. Mr. Kinney ob- 
jected to a specific denial, as the Min- 
ister was not on the stand and could 
not be cross-examined. He held that 
for the sake of argument the allega- 
tions were assumed to be true, and 
thnt the onlv question at issue was 
whether or not the flnr^ngs of the 
Deputy Collector, thn* + rm immigrants

The Supreme Court handed down a 


decision yesterday morning in the case 
of Taku et al., free laborers/ The 
Court room was crowded at 10 o'clock, 
\\hcn the Court convened, and the 
interest was intense. The decision dis- 
missed the petition in both cases and 
remanded the petitioners. 


The opinion is prefaced by the in- 


corporation of the petition, signed by 
S M. Ballou, to the effect that the 
petitioners were qualified to enter and 
locate in Hawaii under the treaty now 
existing between the Emperor of Japan 
and the Republic of Hawaii. The pe- 
titioners represented that they had 
bona fide possession of not less than 
$50; that upon their arrival they were 
severally examined by a duly author- 
ized inspector. 
They further allege 


that ever since their arrival they had 
been unjustly restrained and deprived 
of their several liberties, which they 
were entitled to enjoy under the ex- 
isting treaty between Japan and Ha- 
waii ; that the Collector General threat- 
ens to deport them to Japan. The 
usual prayer is added. 


The opinion is as follows: "The re- 


turn made by the Collector General of 
Customs, among other things, alleges 
that 'it does not appear on the peti- 
tion that S. M. Ballou had any au- 
thority to petition for any of the said 
petitioners for whom a writ of habeas 
corpus had been asked.' The traverse 
to the return, also signed by Mr. Bal- 
lou, 
alleges that 'all access to said pe- 


titioners and all communication from 
them being purposely shut off by re- 
spondent, no direct authorization from 
them was possible, but that S. M. Bal- 
lou being retained with W. A. Kinney 
by friends of the petitioners on shore 
to bring this suit, has assumed to act 
in their behalf as aforesaid in accord- 
ance with law." 


"It will be seen that the petitioners 


are the Japanese immigrants in ques- 
tion, and yet they do not sign nor 
swear to the petition. If the petition is 
intended to be Mr. Ballou's on behalf 
of the Japanese who are alleged to be 
restrained of their Uberty, he should 
have made himself the petitioner. Our 
statute allows a' petition for the issu- 
ance of a writ of habeas corpus to be 
'signed by the party for whose relief 
!.t was intended or by some person in 
his behalf.' So far as we know the 
authority of the person to make a pe- 
tition in behalf of a party alleged to 
be in restraint has never been ques- 
tioned or demanded to be known. By 
the common law a mere stranger had 
no right to come into Court and ask 
that a party who makes no 1affldavit 
r>nd who is not suggested to be so 
coerced as to be incapable of making 
one, may be brought upon habeas cor- 
nus. But it is enough that the appli- 
cation by whomsever presented shows 
nrobable ground to suspect that the 
nerson in whose behalf it is made is 
suffering an involuntary and wrongful 
restraint or imprisonment. No legal 
Delation is now herti to be necessary 
between the prisoner and the appli- 
cant for the writ. This is the view 
'nid down bj Hurd on Habeas Corpus, 
p. 211. 


"The failure to state the fact that 


'he person for whom relief is sought, 
is under disability through coercion to 
"iake or authorize the application, 
would not be sufficient ground, nfter 
;he issuance of the writ, upon which 
to dismiss the writ or remand the 
party alleged to be wrongfully re- 
strained, yet it is desirable to put this 
illestation in the petition. The writ 
having issued, the 
presumption is 


'hat the Justice was satisfied that 
either the application was authorized, 
or that there was reasonable ground 
<o suspect that the persons In whose 
behalf the application was made were 
sufferina- involuntary and 
wrongful 


restraint." 


The return of the Collector General 


of Customs then follows 
This return 


shows that the petitioners were na- 
(ives of Japan and aliens; that upon 
their arrival in Honolulu they were 
removed to the quarantine station and 
there subjected to an examination by 
the Deputy Collector General of Cus- 
toms to ascertain their qualifications 
for entering this country. It was de- 
rided that all the petitioners were not 
entitled to land, because they were 
iliens and lacked the necessary quali- 
firitions required by law for landing. 
It was then decided that they should 
lie held to await the return of the 
=teamer that they might be deported 


The decision of the Court continues 
\ lengthv traverse to the return wa? 


,,rpupnted for the petitioners by Mr. 
Rallou. which substantially' denies that 
anv legallv conducted examination of 
the right of those Japanese to land wfs 
made by the Deputy Collector or thnt 
nny legal decision thereon was made 
Tt is claimed in argument that the 
Court should inquire into the proceed- 
ings, in order to ascertain If the sta- 
tute relating to the landing of aliens 
in the Hawaiian Islands (Act Rfi of the 
Laws of 1894) was complied with. 
Counsel urge that the decision alleged 
in the return is not final, because it 
was not communicated to these Jap- 
anese and therefore they have had no 
opportunity to appeal therefrom to the 
Collector General as by the statute al- 
lowed. They also claim that the decis- 
ion is not binding, because no oppor- 
tunity was allowed these Japanese of 
consulting counsel, and that this was 
in derogation of their rights under the 
treatv of Hawaii with Japan, which 
provides thnt Japanese subjects 'mar 
remain and reside in the Hawaiian 
Islands enfovlng at all times the same 
privileges as mnv be granted to tbr 
ri*l7rns or suhlccts of anv other nn- 
Mon ' one of whuh privilege^ Is as c

As 
we shall yee later on, the proceedings 
under the Act in question to be con- 
ducted by the Deputy Collector, are of 
an executive and not judicial nature. 
It is not contended here that the Act 
in 
question Is in conflict with the 


treaty with Japan, this Act making no 
discrimination 
between subjects of 


other countries. 
"There being nothing in the treaty 


to invalidate the Act Itself, or the ac- 
tion taken by the Deputy Collector, it 
remains to consider whether the s*at- 
ute has been complied with. Upon t'lis 
point we are greatly assisted by the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, made under an Act of 
Congress, passed on March 3, 1891, 
from which our statute was for the 
most part taken. 
Both statutes ex- 


clude certain classes of undesirable 
persons, and confer upon certain ex- 
ecutive officers the duty of Inspecting 
all alien passengers and deciding upon 
their right to land in the respective 
countries, that ia, the authority to pass 
upon the question whether they are 
within the prohibition." 
The Court then quotes at length 


from the decisions of the 
United 


States Court In which it has been de- 
cided that Congress gave a "discre- 
tionary power to an officer, to be ex- 
ercised 
by 
him 
upon 
his 
own 


opinion of certain facts," and 'he is 
made sole and exclusive judge of the 
existence of those facts, and no other 
tribunal, unless expressly Authorized 
by law to do so. is at liberty to re- 
examine or controvert the sufficiency 
of the evidence on which he acted. 
Under these decisions "the proper in- 
spection officers are required to go on 
board any vessel bringing alien Im- 
migrants and to inspect and examine 
them and may for this purpose remove 
and detain them on shore without such 
removal being considered a landing, 
and shall have power to administer 
oaths, and to take and consider testi- 
mony touching the right of such aliens 
to enter the United States." 


The Court, in Its decision, sums up 


the decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court as follows: 
"When the law has confided to a 


special tribunal the authority to hear 
and determine certain matters in the 
course of its duties, the decision of 
that tribunal within the scope of its 
authority is conclusive upon all otn- 
PI'S"It is contended that the decision 
of the Deputy Collector of Customs Is 
not final because not announced to 
the petitioners, so that they might ap- 
peal 
Having held that the decision 


refusing to admit them to land is an 
executive function, formal notice of the 
decision to the petitioners is not es- 
sential to Its validity. We as a Court 
do not know whether the decision 
mav not have been announced to them 
bv "this time. The failure to announce 
the decision is not ground to discharge 
them from the restraint they are un- 


"in a case in re Chin Yuen Siag, a 


United States Circuit Judge held that 
the Act of 1891 'left nothing for the 
Court to Inquire into, save only wheth- 
er petitioner is an alien and whether 
the Collector has made a decision On 
this latter point, the return, in which 
he 'states that he has decided adverse- 
ly to admission, is conclusive. Even Jf 
he had not so decided when the writ 
wns applied for, the signing of such a 
return is itself a decision.' The opm- 
'on of the Deputy Collector cannot be 
inquired into bv this Court." 
• 
Mr W R. Castle then moved that 


both'petitions be dismissed, and the 
petitioners be remanded to the Collect- 
or General. .The Court so ordered. 


FINANCIER TALKS. 


Proposes Alloy Coin of 
Gold 
and 


Silver. 


MR EDITOR .-As man parly learns to 


covet pold and silver, he would tflve 
other commodities for these metals, and 


In misht be induced to, part witn 


s 
othSr8 commodltlet but as civilization 
advanced and Bovernments became sta- 
ble "o facilitate exchanRe, kings would 
stamp pieces of metal with their weight 
and the seal of the government as attest 
Metal in such pieces is money. It was 
found that the relative value of the two 
metals was about 151-2 to 1; that is one 
nound of gold ^s worth about fifteen 
ind one-half pounds of silver. So tne 
metals were coined and by law made 
mtefchanKeable at that ratio. But the 
commercial value of the metals varies 
in accordance with natural laws of trade. 
Though.the metal is coined Into money, 
that does not pre\ent its being used in 
{he arts. If the jeweler wishes gold, he 
ran obtain it in monev, and miRht v,isn 
to oxohanKO his silver monev for goW 
monoi 
Governments ha\e found it as 
ust If «s to sav one pound of sold shall be 
^orth'jnst so much silver the world over 
•is, to say one bushel of wheat shall be 
worth jiis-t so many potatoes the year 


Thoiiph '•eadilv conceding that both 


me tils should be usod as lawful money, 
but hotng unnble to regulate their rela- 
ilve value -=ome nations employ but one, 
in somi others where both are used KOld 
is the standard, and large sums may be 
required to be paid In gold, while silver 
Is a legal tender for small amounts. This 
latter arrangement works an injustice to 
the business man who receives money In 
«;mall amounts and has large bills to 
jiav. Receiving silver money, and pos- 
sibly being required to pay gold, he must 
obtain the gold of banks, who thus have 
in opportunity of "cornering" the mer- 
chant by "cornering" gold. To employ 
but one metal as money deprives tne 
other of a legitimate market. The use of 
a metal as money gives it a market 
which it otherwise woujd not enjoy, and 
bv creating a greater demand Increases 
Its value. As both gold and silver are 
natural money metals, each should have 
the privilege of coinage in civilized na- 
tions 
It being impossible to keep the relative 


value of the two metals unlformlv the 
same, vet desiring to use both as money, 
the rirht way for the nations to settle 
the matter is to make an allov of the 
two motnls, the proportion of the metals 
in tbe nllo\ to be mnrly as found on the

said- "I have made un effort to as- 
certain the cause of the trouble. Civ- 
ilization tends to bring great good to a 
great number, but with this civiliza- 
tion comes the struggle for existence. 
In Hawaii. Japan is being discrimin- 
ated against. First, by increasing the 
duty on sake to a point that It is prac- 
tically prohibitory, and now the Gov- 
ernment desires to exclude us from the 
shores of Hawaii. The white races in 
the -world are arrayed against the yel- 
ow races. Take the United States as 


example' When railroads were to 


je built, China was importuned to send 
ler subjects to California to help out 
:he promoters. But when the interests 
of the 
Chinese conflicted with the 


whites an exclusion act was passed. 
When the planters of Hawaii wanted 
laborers in 1886 the Labor Convention 
was 
effectually 
negotiated, and 
our 


people came here. Now our colony has 
jrown and our interests conflict with 
those of white residents. This action 
of the Government is a step toward 
exclusion." 


Mr. 
Watenabe, 
of the Hiroshimo 


The result of the deliberations of the 


justices of the Supreme Court yester- 
day remanding the Japanese back to 
the Collector General was not a sur- 
prise to those who were familiar with 
the case and the determination with 
which the officials were working. 


The report of the justices flew over 


the city like wild fire and the people 
wondered what was coming next. By 
an understanding between 
Ministers 


Cooper and Shimamura those gentle- 
men accompanied by their secretaries, 
Marshal Brown and Interpreter C. A. 
Doyle and a. representative of the Ad- 
vertiser were taken to quarantine in 
the Foreign Office boat. On arrival 
the party was met by the police guards. 
Minister Cooper began an investiga- 
tion into the individual cases of the 
men and women at the station. Among 
the lot he found thirty who were here 
under contracts for service with Theo. 
H. Davies & Co. Another case was 
that of a man and wife who had lived 
here for two years and then returned 
to Japan. Minister Cooper 
believed 


they were eligible after learning that 


. they were to go back to Paauhau plan- 


tation. 
The Minister conducted his investi- 


gation 
privately 
in the fumigating 


house and as he did not complete it 
before dark he left with the under- 
standing that it would be renewed to- 
day. 
At 3 p. m., Consul General Shi- 


maura, through his attorney, A. S. 
Humphries, made a demand upon the 
minister for an investigation on his 
part, to begin as soon as 
Minister 


Cooper had finished. Whether this re- 
quest will be granted or not will be 
known this morning as Minister Cooper 
has the matter under consideration. 


In speaking of the release of thirty 


Japanese from quarantine 
yesterday 


afternoon, 
Mr. Kinney 
said: "The 


Kobe Immigration Company had an 
approved contract for that number of 
laborers and they were given permis- 
sion to select them from those at the 
station. The release had nothing to 
do with the case tried in court. I 
know nothing further of the case and 
my connection with it ended in the 
court except that I will defend Messrs. 
Gallagher and Shimizu in the Police 
Court. As to what may be done after 
this I do not know. The Supreme Court 
has rendered a decision and that is the 
court of last resort." 
• While the officials were at quaran- 
tine station, the Japanese were not 
idle. 
Word was sent to clubs and 


clans throughout the city announcing 
a mass meeting to be held at the hall 
over Luce's auction rooms at Fort and 
Queen. 
Long before the hour hundreds of lit- 


tle brown men flocked to the building 
and crowded it from mauka to makai 
walls. A sprinkling of white citizens 
were present and found places where 
they could. 
Interpreter 
Doyle fixed 


himself comfortably in a window so 
a« to be easy of exit and a reporter 
for the Advertiser sat with him for the 
same purpose. 
To get' this point of vantage they 


had to walk on the narrow projection 
above the windows of the first floor, 
holding on the similar projection above 
where they walked. The feeling of yne 
Japanese was in rather a high tension 
and great interest was paid to the 
various speakers. 
One young man in 


addressing the audience said: 


"This Is the first time we have been 


treated with the ignominy that charac- 
terizes treatment today. I am per- 
fectly willing to give up my life for 
those people over in the quarantine 


Immigration Company, suggested that 
the only course left for the Japanese 
in Hawaii was to appeal to the home 
Government. The laws of this coun- 
try must be obeyed, and as Justice 
could not be secured here the Govern- 
ment of Japan would protect its sub- 
jects. 


Mr. Takezawa addressed the audi- 


ence 
and 
cautioned those present 


against acts of violence. He said he 
had a deep interest in the matter, as 
deep as any one, but quiet must reign 
among Japanese citizens. He would 
present a resolution, -which he hoped 
would be adopted. As the speaker read, 
he reviewed e3ch clause separately, 
and explained it to the people present. 
Following is the interpretation: 


"Whereas, We cannot find right rea- 


son for the action of the Government 
of Hawaii in refusing to permit the 
immigrants 
from the Shinshiu-Maru 


to land here, and 


"Whereas, According to the decision 


of the Supreme Court, the Japanese 
citizens of Hawaii are denied the pro- 
tection of the law in their individual 
rights, and 
"Whereas, this action of the Gov- 


ernment of the Republic of Hawaii 
is in contravention of the 'most favored 
nation clause* in its treaty with Japan, 
and"Whereas, We consider that this ac- 
tion establishes a. precedent for all fu- 
ture cases: therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Japanese resi- 


dents 
in 
Honolulu 
communicate 


through their Consul with the Gov- 
ernment of Japan, stating the facts of 
the case and abide by the decision of 
the officials in Tokio." 


The resolution was adopted by the 


audience, and the following commit- 
tee appointed to prepare it for trans- 
mission to Japan:

the Government, citizens or subjects 
of any other nation. 


Article V. The Japanese Government 


will place no restrictions whatever 
upon the employment by Hawaiian 
subjects of Japanese in any lawful ca- 
pacity. 


Japanese in the employ of foreigners 


may obtain Government passports to 
go abroad, on application to the Gov- 
ernor of any open port. 


Article VI. It is hereby agreed that 


such revision of this Treaty, on giving 
six months previous notice to either ol 
the high contracting parties, may be 
made by mutual agreement, as experi- 
ence shall prove necessary. 


Article VII. The present Treaty shal' 


be ratified by His Majesty the King of 
the Hawaiian Islands, and by His Im- 
perial Majesty the Tenno. and the rati- 
fications exchanged at Yeddo, the same 
day as the date of this Treaty, and 
shall go into effect immediately after 
the date of such exchange of ratifica- 
tions.

ipotentiaries have signed this Treaty 


Done at the City of Yeddo, this 19th 


day of August. A. D. One Thousand 
Eight Hundred and Seventy-one, cor 
responding in Japanese date to th' 
fourth day of the 7th month of the 4th 
year of Meiji.

Two Important Decisions From 


the Higher Court. 


The full Bench of the Supreme Court 


handed down a decision yesterday In 
the case of William C. Weedon vs. Ell 
zabeth B. Waterhouse, executrix of th 
will of J. T. Waterhouse. deceasec 
overruling the exception to the orde 
of the Circuit Court, First Circuit, sus 
taining the demurrer and orderin 
judgment for defendant. 


The case, reviewed, is this: J. T 


Waterhouse entered into a contract on 
June 4, 1895, with William C. Weedo: 
to pay him a salary of $200 a mont' 
and a bonus of $300 at the end of eac 
year for three years. They both agree? 
that if a change was brought about i 
the 
business, provisions should b 


made for the protection of plaintiff 
interests. 
Mr. Weedon accepted th 


conditions and served under it nnt 
the death of Mr. Waterhouse, on Marc 
2, 1896, and served the defendant ex 
eoutrix of the will until July 1, 1896 
Mrs. Waterhouse then sold the busi 
ness and disclaimed all responsibilit 
under the arrangement made by he 
husband. 


The plaintiff entered a complaint fo 


the recovery of the balance due him 
as he claimed, from the selling of th 
business until the expiration of th 
three years' agreement. The defend 
ant demurred to the complaint on th 
ground that the declaration did no 
show sufficient cause for action; tha 
the declaration showed no breach o 
the agreement: that the declaratio 
was ambiguous. The demurrer was 
by consent of the plaintiff, reservin 
his right to make exceptions.sustained 
and judgment was rendered for th 
defendant and bill of exceptions filec 
and allowed. 


The full Bench of the Supreme Cour 


ruled that the contract terminated a 
the death of the employer; that dur 
ing his lifetime there was no breach o 
contract, and that the obligation in th 
contract does not survive to the repre 
sentative of the deceased employe 
The "changes in the business" mean 
to be brought about during the life- 
time of the employer, therefore ther 
was no breach of contract. The Cour 
therefore handed down its opinion.

New Girl Baby Appear? 


at the Station, 


Japanese Representative May In- 


vestigate as He Wishes-No 


Ban Put on His Work. 


The investigation into the individ- 


ual cases of the Japanese was continued 
personally by Minister Cooper and Col- 
lector General Castle yesterday. 
Ches- 


ter A. Doyle officiated as interpreter. 
Mr. Igarashi, Japanese inspector was 
also present a\ the request of Minister 
Cooper. B. L. Marx, Stenograph took 
down the testimony. 


Consul General Shimamura and his 


secretary 
were present 
during the 


morning session but in the afternoon 
they withdrew and, together with the 
representatives of several immigration 
companies, investigated on his own ac- 
count. This was agreeable to Minister 
Cooper who informed the Consul that 
he was liberty to investigate privately 
or publicly and in any manner he 
wished. 
This is a refutation 
of a 


statement published that Mr. Shima- 
mura declined to investigate on the 
terms imposed by Minister Cooper. 


When 
Minister 
Cooper, Collector 


General Castle and party left in the 
afternoon, 
Consul Shimamura 
was 


still questioning the Japanese. 
The 


investigation on the part of the Gov- 
ernment is conducted in a careful man- 
ner and slowly; not more than- thirty 
were examined during the day. At 
the present rate it is not thought that 
the investigation can be finished be- 
fore Sunday. 


About 11 o'clock yesterday while 


one of the immigrants was being ques- 
tioned, Officer Toma entered the room 
and announced that there was one 
more Japanese at the station than the 
tally sheet called for. Dr. Kobayashi, 
who was present immediately left the 
room and visited the quarters. It was 
a brand new girl baby born a few 
minutes before. The mother and child 
were removed at once to the hospital 
and attended by the physician. 
As 


the parents are Japanese and_ the child 
was born on what is, to a degree, Ha- 
waiian soil and yet under the immi- 
gratldn laws it is no soil at all, and 
she was born under the quarantine 
flag, Chester Doyle is in a quandery 
to know what nationality the little tot 
may belong to. Mother and babe are 
doing well regardless of these difficul- 
ties. 


At 9:30 this morning. Minister Coop- 


er and his party will begin their day's 
work at the station and will remain 
through the dny. 


There was considerable talk on the 


streets regarding the outcome of the 
investigation. 
One gentltman. who 


claimed to have a straight tip, offered 
to wajrer $100. even money, that not 
one of the Japanese now in quarantine 
would be forced to go back. The opin- 
ion cencrallv expressed was to this 
same effect; not because the Japanese 
would resist any attempt to deport 
them, but because the Government is 
inclined to act in a manner which 
practically reverrns the decision of the 
Court. 


What foundation there is for the 


rumor cannot be found; it is doubtful 
if there is any. and conservative men 
are inclined to take the rumor as chaff. 
Two stanch supporters of the Govern- 
ment were talking over the situation 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Said 
one of 


them: 
"These almost daily Investigations 


into the status of the immigrants is 
becoming painful, and shows weakness 
on the part of the Government. If the 
men are here illegally (and the Su- 
preme Court decides that they are, by 
remanding them over to the Collector 
General), then they should be sent 
V".ck. I am not in favor of excluding- 
from Hawaii any one who has a legal 
ricbt to come here, hut I believe the 
Cn\ eminent should take prompt and 
f'eeiFive steps to keep out 500 Japanese 
tvho are brmipht here without possepF- 
'-" the right. Tho public does not 
consider that these people are entitled i 
to the privilege because the> have not 
comnlied with the law If the Govern- 
ernment will use its prerogative in this 
instance and return the rejected men,! 
it will retain its friends——" 
' 


"And." said the other, "if the decis-| 


ion of the Supreme Court, which gives j 
the Government the right to act. is re- 
versed by the Government Itself, I 
would be In favor of having the entire 
National Guard act. Not to act at this 
time would show that the Government 
has no respect for itself or the wishes 
of the people who support it "

"The steamer Waialeale was at Ki- 


laui'a ou Tuesday morning. The winds 
was blowing hard and the sea was 
very rough. At about 5:30 o'clock, Cap- 
tarn Parker, Purser Crane and five boat 
boys put off for shore in a boat laden 
with 
freight 
for 
Kilauea. 
Upon 


drawing close to the landing, an im- 
mense wave came along and spread 
over the top of the boat like a great 
arch. The boat boys Jumped for their 
lives but 
Parker and Crane 
were 


caught. 
The boat was dashed away 


upon the rocks and smashed to pieces 
while the two men were battling with 
the waves. The natives had already 
reached, shore Crane cannot swim well 
and Parker went to his assistance, 
aiding him to the rocks. He himself 
was swept out again and it was quite 
a while before he was able to get 
ashore. 


"In the meantime First Officer Mit- 


chell was becoming very uneasy as the 
Captain's boat had failed to return 
after ample time. Putting some freight 
into the other boat he was about to 
lower it to go ashore when he saw 
something floating close by the steam- 
er's side. This proved to he one of 
the mail bags taken in the first boat. 
Mitchell thought better of going and 
waited until it was light enough to 
see. Then he spied Captain Parker, 
Purser Crane and the boat boys on the 
bluff near to the landing. 
Parker 


cried out for Mitchell to take the 
steamer to Kalihiwai, a place about 
three miles distant from Kilauea. Here 
the men were taken aboard ship and 
the Waialeale put back to Kilauea. 


"On Wednesday morning 
Captain 


Parker took the remaining boat and 
tried again to make shore but he 
struck the same luck.' Before he knew 
it his boat was swamped but he soon 
had things righted again. In this last 
accident a box, supposed to contain a. 
lot of dental instruments 
belonging 


to Dr. George Huddy, was lost. 


"Crane was hurt but not badly. He 


may consider himself lucky that no- 
thing worse than a badly scratched 
leg fell to his lot. None of the other 
men were hurt."
